the fore at this time one of the weakest links in ou- 
ebuin of national defense, and that it the wholly 
inadequate provision that is made for an enlarg 
cd quartennaster corps in time of war. 

Colonel McCarthy haa recommended to the Wai 
lent that a quartermaster reserve corps of 
brightest executive minds in the country be or- 
g*«nix^d in time of j>eaee sufficient in size to supply 
requirements of au army of a million men. 
tfh would hefthe smallest force this country ua- 
drflould exjaect to put into the field in time of 
> Tneae men could be commissioned by the 
i'ti sident as captains and liteutenants in the quar 
ter master reserve corps of the Federal array, but 
without pay until called into active service, as is 
now the" case with the medical reserve corps. 

layman this may appear not to 
>reme importance, but to the trained man 
is illuminating, and for several reasons. 
Au army, however efficient and valorous in other 
respects, is almost wholly dependent upon the 
prompt and thorough execution of the duties per 
taming to the quartermaster corps. If that corps 
is weak the usefulness of the whole army is serious 
lv impaired, is dangerously near to being destroyed. 

A fighting unit of an army can be trained for rea- 
sonabel service in from four to six months. But if 
is useless without its corps of trained quartermas 
tcrs. It can accomplish little without them. 

The office of quartermaster requires a man of a 
Hgh order of intelligence, quick discernment, iron 
determination and unquestioned integrity. 
joust be cool headed, energetic and persistent — a 
man who rides over all obstacles and "gets there on 
time witn the goods.'' 

The duties of the position are so numerous, .so 
and so intricate as to require years of train 
to produce even a moderately successful quar 
master.

onto the quartermaster corps at the last minute ' 
tcause they want to be captains and majors and 
haven't the courage to shoulder a rifle on the firing 
line.

Washington, December *. — T*e 
Democratic administration is approch- 
lng a very awkward situation. 

There are on the docket of the I ntt- 
ed Statoa Supreme Court the so-called 
6 per cent rebate cases. They involve 
a tremendous sum in customs reve- 
nues, loosely estimated at between fif- 
teen and twenty millions dollars, col- 
lected under the provisions of the l'n- 
derwood tariff law. On the court's de- 
cision hangs the fate of these millions. 

If the Supreme Court upholds the | 
per cent rebate provisions in the Cu- 
derwood law. then the sum in dispnt. 
belongs to the foreign importers anil 
must be paid back by the government 
The treasury deficit long ago became 
alarming. If this enormous additional 
sum has to be paid out it will still fur- 
ther emphasize the failure of the Dem- 
ocratic fiscal policy. 

On the other hand, if the Supreme 
Court decides that the 5 per cent pro- 
vision of the Underwood law is in- 
valid, the highest court in the land will 
have convicted the Democratic Con- 
gress of a humiliating blunder and 
still further emphasize its record of 
legislative inefficiency. 

The fact that the attorney general, 
in order to save the revenue involved, 
is attacking the validity of the law 
Congress worked six months to pass, 
makes the situation still more compli- 
cated. 

From a political standpoint, the best 
thing that could happen to the Demo- 
cratic party in this case would be to 
have a decision go over until after 
election. 

Whether or not this happens de- 
pends largely upon the time the case 
is heard. It is up to the government 
to take the first step to advance the 
date of hearing. Litigants on the oth- 
er side of the case have complained 
bitterly over what they term unreason- 
able delay, and for weeks have been 
urging the government to move more 
quickly. 

Mean * bile, regardless of when the 
hearing may be held. Democratic lead 
ers are wondering what can be done to 
offset the attack that will be made on 
their fiscal policy on the one hand, and
